of the Terrible Disaster as Told by the Survivors—- - 
Steamship Company Officials Blame Capt.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 23.—The sinking 
of the Pacific Mail steamer Rio de Janeiro, 
after striking a rock in the Golden Gate 
during the dense fog yesterday morning, 
was the most appalling disaster this coast 
has known for many years. Most of the 
bodies of the 120 and more victims are at the 
bottom of the sea and many of them may 


never be recovered. — 
The water:where the ship lies is deep and 


the current swift, and the dead with most 
of the wreckage will probbaly be carried far 
out into the Pacific. 

The number of lives lost may never be 
known exactly, owing to the fact that the 
ship’s records were lost and it is practicauy 
impossible to tell jast how many Chinese 
were in the Asiatic steerage. The Call this 
morning, basing its figures on statements 
of the Pacific Mail steamship officials, says 
that 122 persons perished; the Chronicie 
gives the number at 128 and the Examiner 
states that 111 cannot be accounted for. 
The vessel with its valuable cargo will be a 
total loss. 

Much difficulty has been experienced in 
obtaining the names of the passengers and 
crew, but the following lists of those known 
to have been drowned and those saved are 
believed to be accurate:

I saw the captain = lown at the 


FATE OF CONSUL WILDMAN. 


Both He and His Wife Victims of the 
Sunken Steamer. | 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 23.—Among the 
victims of the city of Rio de Janeiro. were 
Rounseville Wildman, consul-general of the 
United States at Hong Kong, and his wife. 
They passed through ail the excitement of 
the Asiatic side of the Spanish-American 
war and lived through the troublous times 
in China last year, in constant danger of 
death, only to lose their lives as the lights 
on their native shore were beaming wel- 
come to them through the fog. 

Rounseville Wildman was the son of a 
minister of the Methodist Episcopal de- 
nomination, and was born at Batavia, N. 
Y., Mareh 19, 18644. He was educated at 
the Genesee Wesleyan Seminary and at 
Syracuse University. 

After his graduation from college he went 
to Boise City, Idaho, where he became ed- 
itor of the ‘Statesman and was ‘active in 
securing the admission of Idaho as a State, 
He was appointed consul at Singapore by 
President Harrison and later went to Bre- 
man, Germany, in a similar capacity: He 
was recalled in 1898, but represented Borneo 
and the Straits Settlement at the World's 
Fair in Chicago. 

He became editor of the Overland Month. 
ly in San Francisco in 189% and continted 
in that capacity until 1897, when he was 
made consul at Hong Kong, becoming con- 


His wife was Miss Letitia Aldridgc, 
daughter of the late Judge Aldridge of San 
Francisco, and granddaughter of Henry §S. 
Foote, the celebrated duelist, who was gov- 
ernor of Mississippi and senator from that 
state 

Mr. Wildman’s brother is Edwin Wild- 
mah, a well-known writer. 

Mrs. Wildman’s mother, who is a sister 
of Senator Stewart of Nevada, is now in 
the city, having corne here to meet her 
daughter after her long absence.

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THE PROBATIONARY LAW.

The Tandy probationary bill now under conideration in the 
Senate embodies an intelligent attempt to meet a problem 
to which a great deal of attention is being given in all parts 
of the country. 

In Cook County, Illinois, a separate court has been created 
for the purpose of dealing with juvenile delinquents. At the 
end of the first year of its existence, out of 1095 children pa- 
roled only 203, or about 18.5 per cent, have been returned for 
sentence. Judge Tuley, Who presides over the court, says 
it is of more importanee to the community than either the 
Circuit or Superior Court. 

In Minnesota, where a similar court is established, 149 
juveniles were placed on probation during the first year. Only 
14 were returned for sentence; 04 were finally discharged, and 
66 were still on probation. 

Contrast this with the recorl in St. Louis, where, during 
the 11 months, January to December, 1900, there were 923 ar- 
rests of children under 16 years of age, which 1s at an an- 
nual rate of abcut 1000. More than 130 of these were under 
12 years of age. During these months 66 boys were sent to 
the House of Refuge, where they were confined at a per capita 
cost of $150 a year.

KOM the countless books upon native 
flowers that have been issued during 
the past half dozen years, it would 


seem that they had been viewed from every 
possible side, yet Mrs. Mabel Osgood Wright 


Ferns in Their Haunts’’ (Macmillan) treats 
them from a wholly new standpoint. The 
flower is not considered merely as an aggre- 
gation of calyx, corolla, stamens and pistil 
that leads to its correct naming. or from 
the complex mechanism that calls for the 
aid of insects to insure its fertilization, Dut 
for its value as a part of the landscaje. 
The author holds that if one wishes to 
Know the wild flowers really they must visit 
them in their haunts, for the more exquisite 
the flower the more completely does it lose 
its characteristics when separated from its 
natural surroundings. The fifty full-page 
illustrations are also made from this point 
of view, being extremely beautiful photo- 


as they grew, by the author, and by Mr. 
J. Horace McFarland, the numerous mar- 
ginal engravings pethg also from direct pho- 
tography, the work of securing the subjects 
in the right condition having taken over 
two years. There are also many drawings 
in the text.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Representative 
Mann of Illinois has introduced a bill to re- 
peal that section of the Dingley law which 
confers authority on the secretary of the 
treasury to add a countervailing duty.

Committee Will Not Go On 
to Washington. 


CONSTITUTION MUST STAND 


CONGRESS EXPECTED TO BE FORA 
FREE CUBAN REPUBLIC. 


A Committee Is Preparing a Proposi- 
tion to Include Free Trade With 
the United States. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1901.) 

HAVANNA, Feb. 23.—A copy of the Cu- 
ban constitution, signed by the delegates 
to the convention, has been presented to 
Governor-General Wood. He asked that 
the committee on relations with the United 
States accompany his messenger to Wash- 
ington. The delegates will flatly refuse 
this request, considering that the constitu- 
tion speaks for itself. 

If the convention has the backbone it 
may henceforth ignore the Washington ad- 
ministration and proceed to promulgate 
election laws, starting machinery toward 


the definite establishment of the Cuban 
republic. There is no written law com- 


ngton, the United States military force 
in Cuba being the only restraining pee. 

Many of the the delegates met informally 
in the convention hall yesterday after- 
noon. Most of them seemed convinced that 
if the convention stood out vigorously for 
absolute sme © pharm the United States 
Congress would support it. 

The special committee on relations has 
instructed its secretary, Senor Juan Gual- 
berto Gomez to draw up a proposition and 
submit the same to the committee for con- 
sideration today. This proposition, it is 
understood, will be on the following lines: 

First: That Cuba shall not be made the 
base of war operations by the United 
States. 

Second: That the commercial treaty 
with the United States shall embody as far 
as possible free trade between the two 
countries; and 
Third: That no foreign treaties shall be 
made, jeopardizing the independence of 


uba. 
The special committee considers that the 
danger of Cuba contracting loans she 
might be unable to pay, has been guarded 
against in the constitution. Instructions 
were given to Senor Gomez in the form of 
notes and suggestions. It is understood 
that the + seapenane of naval stations was not 
mentioned. 

The committee will report Monday at an 
executive session of the convention. 

Gen. Wood has informed the authorities 
at Washington that the Cuban constitution 
was officially presented to him and that 
he awaits instructions whether to forward 
the document immediately or hold it until 
the relations between Cuba and the United 
States are decided upon.
